and Y. P. E. organized and running well 
and God is still blessing in our services. 
Seven have been saved, six sanctified, one 
filled with the Holy Ghost and eight 
added to the church since it was set in 
order and many others looking our way. 
Pray for us that we may get a_ church 
building as our little house is crowded to 
capacity. 

We have two nice lots purchased for a 
church in a very nice location at a cost of 
$300 and we owe a balance of about 
$175, which we are making a drive to 
pay within the next thirty or sixty days 
and get a building on the way.

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Passing in Review

In military life there are parades, 
plenty of parades, all kinds of parades, 
parades of every description for every 
occasion. Usually, in a parade, the very 
best trained regiment, the one trained to 
perfection, the one that is called the 
“cream of the crop” is the one that 
passes in review before the reviewing 
stand. This reviewing stand consists of 
the commanding general, his high staff, 
many dignitaries, governors, diplomats, 
senators, congressmen, etc. 

Since the defense preparedness pro- 
gram has commenced and is underway, 
we have more of these parades than ever 
before. Every camp throughout the 
United States, where soldiers, sailors and 
marines are undergoing their military 
training, such parades are taking place as 
the days go by. Never before in all our 
history, since the day when Betsy Ross 
first sewed with her fingers the Stars and 
Stripes that so gallantly and nobly fly in 
the breeze over the ramparts we watch, 
bought with the blood of our forefathers 
that we might have and retain this free- 
dom of heartfelt salvation we now cher- 
ish and enjoy, has there ever been so 
many parades passing in review. What is 
the purpose of all this? To what end will 
its destiny come? The answer is self-ex- 
planatory. A prize fighter does not train 
to eat pancakes, neither does a ball player 
train to play checkers. 

But there is another kind of a parade 
that I am thinking of, a parade in which 
God’s children will pass in review. This 
earth is a great stage. Its fixtures have 
been set. They were set when Almighty 
God spoke this world into existence. 
When He, with His own hands, placed 
the sun, the moon, the stars, the planets 
and meteors in their respective places.

Another state overseer, in a district convention, outlined 
his system of evangelism, which was readily accepted by the dis- 
trict as it had been by other districts where it had been intro- 
duced. This certainly bespeaks progress for the Church and it 
is to be believed that in a short time the Church of God is to 
feel the power of organized evangelism which will place the 
Church of God in every city, town, and village.

exalted, through poverty he becomes rich, as having nothing he 
possesses all things, while dying behold he lives, the way up is 
down and that he can rest under the yoke. A mere survey of 
these things makes the child of God to know that there is a 
round in the ladder of success in everything which seems to be 
opposition, and that the child of God may overcome every 
handicap regardless of how bad it appears to be. 

A new paradox was recently called to our attention in the 
reports of South Carolina. In a state-wide mission contest, the 
winner proved to be J. A. Fails of Vaucluse, S. C., and so the 
paradox “Fails wins.” The question has often been asked, 
“What’s in a name?” But it has been accepted that if one’s 
name gives him a send-off or prestige, it is a great advantage; 
but here we have one whose very name suggested defeat and 
failure and yet he triumphs over that handicap and comes out 
victorious. It sounds like the words of Jesus in Matt. 16:25, 
“For whosoever will save his life shall lose it, and whosoever 
will lose his life for my sake shall find it.” So even though 
failure is written in one’s name, a triumphant victory can be 
obtained through simple trust and a will and courage to work. 


HE stopped in front of a large and beautiful 
church and upon learning that it was about 
time for Sunday school decided to make a 
casual visit.

The marching was more 
orderly and a beautiful penny drill for the orphans almost 
caused the visitor to forget what he had seen in the classrooms, 
but suddenly, as the first of the marches came to the termina- 
tion of their march they sat down. The next class, some of 
them sat down and some of them stood, and so on until the

The Church of God state conventions 
are being held on schedule and are grow- 
ing in usefulness and serving the Church 
in a way possible only in meetings like 
these. To discontinue them would mean 
serious damage to the cause of Christ. 
They are like great cogs in the mighty 
wheel of the Church of order and organi- 
zation. They have become indispensible 
to both the local churches and to the 
General Assembly, for it is here that the 
full proof of the practicability of the 
program of the General Assembly is 
demonstrated; and it is here that the 
teaching, doctrine, program, and the 
way of the Church of God are presented 
and studies are made which are under- 
stood and appreciated, not only by our 
people, but by visitors and seekers for 
light on what the Church stands for. 
Another attractive and profitable feature 
of these annual meetings is that from 
them have come some recommendations 
from which have originated some of the 
most important and progressive steps that 
the General Assembly has taken. It is 
here that the mission program of the 
General Assembly receives its largest do- 
nation. The Bible Training School and 
Orphanage work receive more general 
support from the state conventions than 
they do from any other source than that 
of the General Assembly. Our publish- 
ing interest and also the young people’s 
work both come in for attention and 
support. 


THE ARIZONA CONVENTION 


was held in the Valley of the Sun and 
was a typical convention. Pheonix, a 
beautiful, modern city, surrounded by 
flourishing fruit groves and prosperous 
farms was the host city. While the two 
churches there are not as large as many 
others, yet they did a good job of caring 
for the delegates; and the services, being 
under the direction of the Holy Ghost, 
were good and were a blessing to every 
honest-hearted person present. Arizona 
is making some real progress, but there 
are possibilities for much greater things 
for the Church of God in that state. 
Brother Benge, their present overseer, is 
doing all that one man can do to pro- 
mote the work, yet he acknowledges that 
with the burden for the work of Califor- 
nia upon his shoulders, he cannot devote 
to the work the time that it should have. 
He said that if the state could have a 
state overseer, who could devote his en- 
tire time to the work, with the good tal- 
ent that they already have, there is no 
telling what would be the progress that 
the Church would make there. The 
preaching, the music, and the singing dur-

THE WASHINGTON CONVENTION 


In the Yakima Valley, Washington, is 
located the progressive little city of Wa- 
pato, where the Pacific Northwest con- 
vention was held. There the people had 
the privilege of seeing who were on the 
mountain top while they held the con- 
vention in the valley. The Pacific North- 
west challenges any other part of the 
country for the highest percentage of 
gain in a general way. Brother Douglas 
and his coworkers are doing excellent 
work, and new churches are being or- 
ganized. Old churches are full of life and 
love, and it is marvelous how the work 
is growing in influence in that section. 
The unity of the saints and the freedom 
and fellowship of the Spirit, with the 
order and organization of the Church of 
God, is attracting other good saints and 
they are coming home. Thank God that 
true children of God are being provided 
with a scriptural church home, of which 
they can be members and with which 
they may work with confidence that 
their labors will not be wasted. Although 
the Church has its inward weakness and 
its outward opposition is strong and 
stubborn, yet its bold, solid stand for 
the Bible standard of spirituality and 
government sustains the hearts of those 
who love it so dearly and have served and 
sacrificed to get it established in that 
needy section. Time and space will not 
permit me to go into details as to the 
progress that is being made; _ but believe 
me, when I say that we are highly pleased 
with the accomplishments so far and are 
happy in the anticipation of what we be- 
lieve will take place soon. Both laymen 
and ministers, who are constantly com- 
ing into the Church, come testifying that 
they were definitely led of the Holy 
Ghost. Of course they have that blessed 
feeling that comes when one is convinced 
that the Lord’s approval is upon his life. 


THE MONTANA CONVENTION 


We went from the Washington con- 
vention to Montana, the land of the shin- 
ing mountains, but that which has the 
most blessed and attractive glow is the 
Church of God, and the city of Lewis- 
town had the honor of seeing it shine at 
its best, for it was there that the conven- 
tion was held. Although the attendance 
was not so large as that in some states, yet 
Montana stands at the head of the list 
when it comes to missions, for when the 
mission offering was in, they had $2 per 
member; and so far as I know now, that 


is the best for 1941. The records show 
that they are making improvements and 
progress along other lines. Brother John 
Sharp, the overseer, is in the work with 
heart and soul, and the people are with 
him; and, of course, when people work to- 
gether with God the results are always 
good. Here, again, we had some of 
the best music, singing, and preaching we 
have ever witnessed. The unity, also the 
spirituality of the convention was up to 
par—and when I say par, I mean what 
may be expected in a Church of God con- 
vention. God was in the meeting from the 
opening hymn to the last “amen”—or I 
presume that He must have been there for 
the last ‘“‘amen,” for He was there when I 
left on Sunday evening after the last 
sermon had been preached.

Question: Will you please explain Dan- 
iel 11:41? What countries represent Edom 
and Moab?—Mrs. N. B. 

Answer: The key to the fulfillment of 
the scripture in Mark 13:14-19 is found 
in the 14th verse, “But when ye shall see 
the abomination of desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel the prophet, standing where it 
ought not, (let him that readeth under- 
stand,) then let them that be in Judaca 
flee to the mountains.” This has oft been 
interpreted to refer to the seize of Titus 
in the year A. D. 70 when Jerusalem was 
laid waste. But here we are told very 
plainly that the time of the fulfillment 
of that which is to follow is the time 
when the abomination of desolation is 
set up. Matt. 24:15 says, “Stand in the 
holy place.” 


Prophecy of the abomination is made 


in Dan. 9:27; 11:31; 12:11. All of these ° 


refer to the time when the antichrist 
shall be enthroned in Jerusalem and shall 
take away the daily sacrifice and set up 
an abomination in its place. At that time 
Jesus tells the Jews they should pray that 
it might not be winter or the Sabbath 
day else they should be overtaken by 
hordes of the enemy. Dan. 11:41 tells us 
that the antichrist will enter into the glo- 
rious land and many countries shall be 
overthrown, but that Edom and Moab 
and the chief of the children of Ammon 
shall escape. This is evidently the wilder- 
ness to which Israel shall escape in her 
flight from the antichrist. 

In Revelation 12 there appears a wom- 
an clothed with the sun, which is repre- 
sentative of national Israel, who as soon 
as she has been delivered in birth to the 
man child flees to the wilderness (Edom, 
Moab, and Ammon) where she hath a 
place prepared of God that they should 
feed her through the great tribulation 
period. This wilderness is parallel with 
Mark 13:14, “Then let them that be in 
Judaea flee to the mountains.” The pres- 
ent state of Trans-Jordan embraces the 
countries of Moab, Ammon and part of 
Edom, the other part of Edom, lying di- 
rectly south of Palestine. This country is 
now inhabited by the descendants of 
Edom, Ishmael, Moab and Ammon, as 
they themselves acknowledge.

The first quarterly convention of the 
Central District of the New Testament 
Church of God was held at Fitz Village, 
St. James, on Sunday, May 4.

As a believer in the doctrines and teach- 
ings of the Holy Bible as interpreted by 
the Church of God, I shrink from actual 
combat. As an American citizen, grate- 


ful for the liberties and privileges I now’ 


enjoy, I see the need of Hitler and Hit- 
lerism being driven from the face of the 
earth. As a believer in Bible prophecy, | 
see above and beyond the Hitlers and 
their dreams of world conquest and dom- 
ination. His address was a masterful pres- 
entation of his sincere belief that Ameri- 
ca must not shrink from actual combat 
if that is necessary to stop Hitler. Sin- 
cerity and earnestness were apparent as he 
stressed the high spots of his speech. This 
much may be safely asserted: THIS IS 
NO TIME FOR DIVIDED COUNSEL. 
PARTISAN POLITICS, AS SUCH, 
MUST, IN THE INTEREST OF 
NATIONAL DEFENSE, BE LAID 
ASIDE. I repeat what I have written be- 
fore, OUR ONLY HOPE IS IN HIM 
WHO SAID, “I WILL COME AGAIN.” 


Hon. Wendell Willkie said in a speech 
this week: “This is no time to quarrel 
over trivialities WHEN THE WORLD 
IS ON FIRE. Heaven knows I have 
criticised the administration. When I am 
helping to put out a fire, I am not going 
to stand around and quarrel with the fire 
chief, even though I previously opposed 
him.” Such words from a man so high 
in political and financial circles, assures 
the unanimity of the American people. 
{n this connection, it might be noted that 
in the minds of the people there is grow- 
ing a desire for participation in the war. 
More-than a majority of the people today 
favor using the Navy to convoy supplies 
to England and China. Sixty-eight per 
cent of the people have said they pre- 
ferred to go to war rather than see Hit- 


ler win over England. The spirit of the 
age—perilous times. 

Bishop Henry Wise Hobson, of the 
Episcopal Church, is head of the FIGHT 
FOR FREEDOM COMMITTEE. I quote 
from the Bishop’s statement of purpose 
as published Sunday, May 25. “Hitler has 
declared war on democracies. He has 
crushed nation after nation, whose lead- 
ers cared too little and too late. Catas- 
trophe is at our door. We must act now 
or face Hitler alone. The Fight for Free- 
dom Committee is made up of those who 
hold the clear-cut position that the 
United States must be ready to take 
whatever action is necessary to insure 
Hitler defeat. The members of the com- 
mittee hate war but believe that by the 
use NOW of the full resources of our 
country to stop aggressor nations, we can 
prevent a far more disastrous future war. 
We believe further that the future 
freedom of the United States, of 
the conquered countries of Europe, of 
the citizens in the dictator nations, and 
of the people in all lands can be achieved 
only if the aggressors are defeated.” It 
seems rather strange that a bishop, one 
who has, (or one who should have) 
touched the hem of His garment and 
partaken of His peace should utter such 
warlike utterances. 

I quote from the latest issue of the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, an editorial opinion: 
“Trying to maintain the fiction that this 
country is not in the war against Hitler 
is like running from an earthquake or 
hiding in the nursery.—Every one must 
be aware of what it will mean to go on. 
Do we see what it will mean to go back? 
The peril in that case is no less, may be 
even greater. In going on we face the pos- 
sibility of defeat, whether we can imag- 
ine it or not. BUT TO GO BACK IS TO 
FACE THE POSSIBILITY OF NA- 
TIONAL DEATH. WHY? BECAUSE 
IT IS NOT PROBABLE THAT A FAL- 


STAFF NATION, SO RICH AND SO 
FREE, WOULD BE ABLE TO SUR- 
VIVE IN ONE WORLD WITH HIT- 
LER. That’s the reality as we see it; that 
is the reality we accept.” This amazing 
editorial from a paper that has consist- 
ently and, at times, violently opposed the 
President and his policies, is worthy of 
consideration. In the interest of national 
unity, they bury the hatchet and_ go 
along, believing the HOUR IS TOO 
LATE to pursue any other course. THEY 
REALIZE THE PRESENT COURSE 
MEANS WAR. 

“I am preparing for the ministry of 
the gospel. I have been called by the Lord 
of heaven to proclaim the doctrine of 
peace and good will. I am studying to 
qualify myself for that task. It would ~ 
be arrant hypocrisy, therefore, for me 
to submit to the conscription laws, and 
enter the armed forces.

I don’t want to be considered 
a lover of any country on earth except 
these United States. However, I can’t 
preach one doctrine and live another.”

With only 
2,152 members their coupons collected 
and turned in at their convention were 
cashed for $1,098.57—more than 50c 
worth of coupons per member. These 
noble, courageous warriors, whose capi- 
tal, as a rule, is very limited, have found
